the fiat has gone forth; the jig is up. But 
that is not the end of it either, for the 
Major proceeds: reciprocity is a reversal of 
the policy under which we have become 
prosperous. That of course is a high and 
well-deserved compliment to the only policy 
under which living Canadians have known 
what prosperity meant—the policy of the 
Laurier Government; but the strength of 
it as an argument against reciprocity is 
somewhat lessened by the fact that the 
Government which introduced this pros- 
perity-breeding policy is also the Govern- 
men which proposes reciprocity, and that 
if the Government guessed so correctly in 
the former instance it raay well be that 
they and net the Major are correct in the 
present.case. The Major is treubled, too, 
about the business the railways may
